HONOLULU, T: H., July 29.— 
(Delayed )—(INS)—President 


Roosevelt had sound reason for 
the- supreme trust in the might of 
the United States which he dis- 
played at a news conference here 
today. — 

He had completed an intensive 
tour of the beehive fort of Oahu, 
transformed from a fabulous Pa- 
cific playground to a bristling ar- 
senal in the #wo and a half years 
since the Pearl Harbor attack. 

He had witnessed also the tough 
training which American men 
undergo in preparation for jungle 
fighting against the Jap, and the 
kind of fighters it makes of them. 

The President leaned forward 
and laughed with coo) confidence 
as he delivered this opinion of the 
Japanese: 

“We will take them on at any 
game—war or sports or anything 
else—and will beat them at it.” 

He reminded me of a man about 
to swat an annoying mosquito, 
who says with a grin as he raises 
his arm: 

“Bite me, will you?” 

He summarized the results of 
th-: three-day tour for 21 war cor- 
respondents and three Washington 
news writers, the latter having ac- 
companied him from the White 
House on his trip into the Pacific 
war theater. 

The news interview was, held 
lat> this-afternoon on the lawn of 
the estate where Mr. Roosevelt 
and his party stayed during their 
visit.

They are 
threatening to collapse the enemy 
communications network between 
besieged Warsaw and Krakow, 
German-held bastion in southern 
Poland, while other Red armies 
clean out a big area northeast of 
Warsaw, between the Polish cap- 
ital and the southern side of the 
East Prussian border.

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Tobacco Sale Drama 
Unfolds at Statesboro 


By RALPH McGILL. 
STATESBORO, Ga., Aug. 10.—If you have never seen a tobacco 
at auction time, you would not know how the golden 


rays of the sun shine as bright as the leaf tobacco placed in long} 


rows of heavily filled baskets on the floor. The scene is always the 


same. The auctioneer and the 
buyers move rapidly down the 
rows of baskets on which the yel- 
low leaf is packed in weights of 
100 nds or more. 

e auctioneer sounds a little 
like they sound on the radio pro- 
grams. But his chant is almost un- 
interrupted alung the long 
length of one of the vast ware- 
house rows. The baskets .are so 
closely placed their yellow leaves 
touch, but so expert is the eye of 
the buyer that he needs only a 
glance to tell ‘him what he wants 
to know. He bids silently—a raised 
eyebrow, a wink, a flick of a hand 
meaning he has raised it a cent. 

One day here they sold 500 bas- 
kets of tobacco in one hour, The 
average is about 360 baskets an 
hour. That means that in 10 sec- 
onds or less a basket is sold, s0 
the auctioneer and the buyers 
never stop. They move at a slow 
walk. By the time they have 
reached the end of the row the 
farmers who owned the first bas- 
kets sold are already at the cash- 
ier’s window getting their money 
and the new auctioneer is ready 
for the next row. 

The scene is one in which a 
great many stories and emotions 
are mingled. On the basket of to- 
bacco some rows away from those 
being sold sit some of those who 
have grown it, a solitary farmer 
or perhaps his whole family, wife

You can see some of this in their 
faces and in the tired slump of 
their bodies as.they wait. ; 

About them there is the moving 
chant of the auctioneer, the ac- 
companying group of buyers and 
lookers-on. The farmers do not 
know for what their tobacco has 
sold unless they be those who 
spend long hours on the floors and 
have learned to follow the auc- 
tioneers’ swift flowing jargon. 
Most of them wait until the buy- 
ing group has moved on and then 
step forward to see what price was 
marked on the ticket. Farmers 
can turn the tickets and refuse 
the price, but this year they are 
selling. The ceiling price, what- 
ever else it does, brings up the 
price of lower grades. Once a 
row is sold the Negro handlers 
move in, turn the baskets, sack 
the tobacco and move it to the 
waiting freight cars assembled by 
the tobacco companies, 


The heavy odor of tobacco is 
in the air. The dust motes dance 
in the slanting rays of the sun. 
The buyers chant, families watch. 
Soon the tobacco will be in cigar- 
ets to be bought at your corner 
store or sent overseas to the fight- 
ing men and women.

The farmers find the price good.

The scene on the floor is the 
same as always.

WASHING'I'ON, Aug. 10.—(P) 
American submarines have ripped 
another big gap in Japanese ship- 
ping lines, destroying an enemy 
warship and 15 merchant vessels 
on their latest forays into Nippon- 
ese waters. - 

The sinkings reported by the 
Navy today brought to 839 the 
number of Japanese craft sunk, 
probably sunk or damaged by the 
submersibles. 

These total figures include more 
than 2,500,000 tons of Japanese 
merchant shipping—approximate- 
ly one-third of the enemy’s mer- 
chant fleet at the beginning of the 
war.

Is New ‘Secret Weapon’ 


SHAEF, Aug. 10.—(#)—The Allies tonight uncovered a “secret 
weapon” which may strike some of the most decisive blows of the 
war against Germany—a revolutionary ‘new American-British air- 
borne force with the size and power of an army, created under the 
command of Lt. Gen. Lewis H. Brereton. 


The new unit, welding British 
and American airborn@ forces 
with ground combat personnel, 
was officially announced as ‘“ap- 


\proximating an army in size and 


importance.” An army may have 
from six to nine divisions with 
upwards of 10,000 men in each. 

Creation of the new army, em- 
bodying an unprecedented combi- 
nation of striking power and mo- 
bility, conjures “ a picture of a 
great sky force plummeting down 
deep behind the German lines, 
possibly within Germany itself, 
to land decisive blows. 


The components of the army. 


aré the same ones which, as re- 
spective parts of the ground and 
air forces, contributed so greatly 
to the success of the invasion. 
Their integration under one com- 
mand promises increased effec- 
tiveness. 


DEPUTY IS BRITON 

Gen. Brereton’s deputy com- 
mander is a Briton, Lt. Gen. Fred- 
rick A. M. (Boy) Browning, 

usband of the novelist, Daphne 
De Maurier and an alumnus of 
the Grenadier Guards, an infan- 
try outfit. He is the former 
commander of the British air- 
borne troops. 

“The objective of the new or- 
ganization,’ said supreme head- 
quarters, “is to integrate and 
make more effective the large 
airborne forces at the disposal of 
the supreme commander.

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WMC Tightens 
Labor Control 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—(/) 
The War Manpower Commission 
tightened its program today in or- 
der to squeeze more men into the 
relatively few factories that can 
make the particular weapons for 
which generals on the battlefronts 


are calling. 

To put into effect an August 
4 directive of War Mobilization 
Chief James: F. Byrnes, the com- 
mission instructed its field offices, 
“to the extent necessary,” to send 
workers only to plants engaged 
in urgent production. Simultane- 
ously a group of manpower offi- 
cials from Washington scattered 
throughout the country to impress 
on local WMC personnel the ex- 
treme urgericy of the task. 

Manpower Chairman Paul V. 
MeNutt said that Lt. Gen. Brehon 
B. Somervell, head of the Army 
Service Forces, has presented to 

WMC concrete evidence of 
battlefield shortages in the form 
of telegrams from field command- 
ers. 
Somervell sid that “on the 
whole” the Army is in fine shape 
with respect to supplies but those 
that are short are critical and are 
affecting the fighting. 

Shortly afterward McNutt an- 
nounced the new instructions to 
WMC personnel. The Byrnes di- 
rective was designed to wipe out 
«military shortages by more effec- 
tively channeling workers into 
the. critical programs such as 
heavy trucks, tires, ammunition, 
tanks and radar. ’ 

McNutt said Gen. Somervell re- 
ported that one general had to 
call off 100 air missions because

“On July 10 (10 days before the 
American invasion) I effected my 
escape to a United States com- 
batant ship off the coast.” 

Tweed told how he believed he 
made contact with an American 
fighter pilot prior to his escape. 
The pilot swept low to the ground 
and Tweed frantically, jubilantly 
and hopefully clasped his hands 
and shook’ them in the fighter’s 
gesture. 

“T am certain he recognized me 
as an American,” Tweed said, “be- 
cause I was stripped to the waist.” 
He dived lower and blinked in 
recognition.” He was rescued sev- 
eral days later. 

When Japanese bombers began 
their northward missions from 
Guam Tweed knew the Yanks 
were coming. He did not know of 
American successes in the Gilbert 
and Marshalls, but felt sure the 
fleet would come to Saipan. He 
scanned the sea day and night. 

His vigil was rewarded, and his 
rescue came exactly two years and 
seven months after the Japanese 
landings at Guam. 

Rescuers outfitted Tweed with 
brand new Navy grays—a _ uni- 
form he had not heard of yet—and 
tonight’ the stocky, middle-sized 
chief was not distinguishable 
among others of his rating,

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Senator Russell and the FEPC 


Sen. Richard B. Russell, of Georgia, has again spoken before 
the senate of the United States, asking that deliberative body 
to curb the “ruthless ... distorted views” of the Fair Employment 
Practices Committee and its members.. 

Sen. Russell has said also he has no quarrel with the FEPC 
as créated. 

What he dees quarrel with, and what every thoughtful 
person must quarrel with, is the apparent determination, of at 
least a majority of its members, to extend the power and the 
field of operations designated for the committee far beyond 
anything ever conceived for it. 

The problem outlined for the Fair Employment Practices 
Committee was large enough. It was set up to prevént discrim- 
ination in employment practices in the war plants of the nation 
supported by the taxpayers’ money. In this field the original 
FEPC did an excellent job. It ended many discriminations and 
set up a new pattern of employment, 

The FEPC then went into a period of inactivity because of 
resignations. These resignations were brought about, in some 
if not in all instances, by the determination of some of those 
connected with the FEPC, and some of those influential ones 
interested in it, to make of the FEPC, not a fair employment 
practices committee, but an agency which would solve, with a 
club the racial ‘problem of the nation The FEPC, as finally 
reorganized, seems to have forgotten its original purpose, It has 
made war plants a secondary consideration, Only by a great 
stretching of imagination could it have ruled the railroads of 
the nation to be war plants within the meaning of the decree 
setting up FEPC. By no stretching of the point or imagination 
can it be said the FEPC had any business whatsoever dealing 
with the street railway business in Philadelphia. 

We commend Sen. Russell and urge that he keep this before 
the senate of the United States until the FEPC is abolished or 
forced to do only the job it was created to do. It does stand 
convicted in the public eye as the most fanatical and authority- 
be-damned committee yet created. The good it has done—and 
it has done good—is completely overshadowed by its arrogant 
and harmful acts which cause ten dragons of prejudice and hate 
to spring up for every one slajn. 


Roosevelt at Pearl Harbor 

Presifent Roosevelt is in Pearl Harbor, where he has been 
conferring with General MacArthur and Admiral Nimitz on the 
progress of and on plans for the war against the Japanese.

STATESBORO, Ga., Aug. 10.—When Dave 
Turner walked up to the post office today for the 
Bulloch Times’ morning mail, people who saw him 
called out, “Congratulations, Dave.” 


He waved and smiled happily, but didn’t stop. It was press day 
for the Times and even on a man’s fiftieth wedding anniversary 
the paper has to come out. 


The Bulloch Times and Dave Turner’s wedded life have both 
done well. The former is one year older than the latter. He came 
there to work on the Times as a young printer. A year later, on 
August 10, at 5 o’clock in the afternoon, he was married to Miss 
Georgia Simmons. It was but a short time later he became printer- 
publisher, and so he is today, vigorous and hearty, with a great 
deal of the philospher in him. 


People like him, Farmers I talked with at the tobacco auction 
said of him, “He sure is a fine old man.” The town’s people made 
him know they realized it was a big day for him. His granddaugh- 
ters, young and as pretty as Miss Georgia was 50 years ago, came 
by to see him at work. 


The stamp of the man and his paper are on the city of States- 
boro, He rode here 51 years ago on an old wood-burning train, 10 
miles from Dover to Statesboro. Statesboro was a town of 900 
persons. Confederate veterans were young men then. Wagons and 
men went through dust or mud, depending on the weather. The 
raw young town had no pavement. People traveling to Savannah, 
55, miles away, required two days to make the trip. 


So Uncle Dave Turner and the city have come along together 
and the stamp of his philosophy, gentleness and common sense is 
on the town and is expressed in its thinking. Statesboro is one of 
Georgia’s finest small cities, interested in schools, education, in 
churchés and in those things which make for good living. There 
is nq way to measure his influence across the past half eéntury. 
But it has beén great.

He 
was a little vain about that pompadour and he thought it was that 
which caused the young ladies of the town to smile kindly upon 
him. It was not until he was married that he learned it was his 
skill with the needle which made him a marked man among the 
town’s 350 white adults.

Hundreds did him and his wife honor today, making it both a 
celebration of his 50 years of married life and of his fifty-first year 
with the Times. 


At the home of his daughter, where the reception, was held, 
there were many, many tables loaded with gifts. And a large basket 
betotc not have held all the letters and messages of affection and 
regards. 

From 8 to 10 o’clock in the evening there were hundreds of 
visitors who calléd by to pay their respects and express their 
affection for the two persons who have grown up with the city 
and who have contributed so much to it. ‘ 


Uncle Dave Turner would scoff at it, but he and his wife and 
their life of quiet work and kindly dignity and service reminds 
one of all the old Biblical texts and all the old blue-back speller 
axioms to the effect that a life of service and of honest effort to 
follow the Christian ideal is not without reward.

We Must Be on Guard | 
For Jap Peace Offer 


Following the July downfall of the Tojo cab- 

inet in Japan, informed observers see, in the 

Ei de character of the new cabinet, initial movés in a 

‘ Japanese plan to seek a negotiated peace which, 

if To Sey by ourselves and the British, would leave Japan in 
positidn to prepare.for a new war of conquest. 


‘ We are warned, by people who know the Japanese, that we must 
be alert against a tricky, negotiated peace in the Pacific just as we 
are awake to the danger of a European peace under which Germany 
could continue her centuries-old scheming to conquer the world. 


We must, if we would safeguard future generations of Americans 
against a war more horrible even than this one, cling determinedly 
to “unconditional surrender” as the only peace terms for Japanese 
as for Germans, and we must see when the final peace is written 
that neither of these lawless nations is permitted any opportunity 
to rearm for future wars of aggression. 


JAPAN SEES THE END There can be no doubt but that the 
Japanese people fully realize that, 


in this war, they face only ultimate defeat. 


The Japanese war program depended upon continued success of 
German arms. Now they see the German armies fast crumbling 
not only on the eastern front, but in the west and in Italy as well. 
They realize, too late, that Nazi promises, to friends and foes alike, 
are completely unreliable. They see Russian armies striking di- 
rectly at German soil and they have seen Hitler’s vaunted western 
wall cracked wide open in Normandy and the German armiés in 
northern France reeling under blows that may well decide the 
European war. 

In their own area, the Japanese have seen American and British 
forces move steadily nearer and nearer to Japan’s home soil, through 
a series of important victories which, to the Japanese, are defeats 
unrelieved by any alibi. 

They have seen B-29 bombers unloading death and destruction 
upon their homeland and they know, full well, their governmént is 
impotent to effectively defend Japan proper from the air attacks to 
which she is peculiarly vulnerable. 


All this leads to the inevitable conclusion that, when the Ger- 
man surrender comes in Europe, or shortly thereafter, we shall 
réceive an offer of peace from Tokyo that may, to the shortsighted 
among us, appear very tempting. 

Japan, facing only complete destruction, will probably offer to 
et out of all the lands she has conquered, er all Japanese- 
eld territory in China—with the exceptions of Manchuria and 

Korea. They will offer to surrender not only the Philippines, Java 
and the Dutch East Indies, but Burma and Malaya and French 
Indo-China; Singapore and Hongkong and all of occupied China. 


But they will want to retain Korea and Manchuria. Why? 
Because, holding those lands, they will have resources in raw ma- 
terial and in labor for industry by which they think they can once 
again create armies and navies with which to again attempt to 
conquer all the Orient and, even, to invade the United States and 
realize Tojo’s dream of Japanese dictation of peace terms to the 
United States, in Washington. 


WE MUST BE FIRM The composition of the new Tokyo cab- 
inet is such that there is, plainly to be 


seen, the first step therein to such a move for a negotiated peace. 
One or two more government changes and we shall begin to hear 
that the military overlords of Nippon have been discarded and 
that honest, moderate Japanese businessmen are in control. 

« But, if they try to retain any of their illgotten conquests, that 
will be proof enough that the militaristic: philosophy still rules in 
the land of the rising sun. 

Some of us will, undoubtedly, be willing to accept such terms 
for peace. We can only pray that these gullible ones will be 
minority so small they will be unable to make their influence felt. 

For the er from a rejuvenated Japan, in the future, would 
be far greater than it was following the Pearl Harbor attack. How 
do we know, for instance, that China would still bé our ally in 
any future Eastern. war? The Japanese could well learn how to 
secure-thé Chinese for her ally in a new world conflict that arrayed 
the yellow racés against the white. 

hina would, in all probability, feel she had beén betrayed by 
the Western world if we consented to any such negotiated peace. 
And that sensé of betrayal could easily undo all the friendship 
between us and the Chinese and toss that country of 400 million 
people, with inéxhaustible reserves of manpower, arto the ranks 
of our enemies of some futuré conflict. 

There is only one policy that promises world safety in the Pa- 
cific as in Europe. That is to make the gangster nations impotent 
to perpetrate new crimes of aggression and to maintain sufficient 
forces on the side of international law and order that incipient 
erimes of international violence may be quickly nipped in the bud.

the idea? 


And now, outrageous as most 
of us have come to believe it is 
of an employer to meddle in the 
affairs of a union of the employ- 
ers, what’s wrong with that? I 
know it’s illegal. But is it wrong? 

In the Philadelphia transporta- 
tion strike, the company has beén 
criticized almost as an accomplice 
of the strikers and criticized by 
the Trensport Workers’ Union of 
the CIO, at that, because it didn’t 
fight the strike but gave in and 
quit operating. The, strikers were 
a union actually striking against 
the union which is infested with 
Communists in high places and 
makes life miserable for anti- 
Communists who are forced to 
join, 


Fair Break? . 


The CIO people are saying here 


that the company should have 
helped them to break the strike. 
A federal grand jury is leoking 
into the case and inasmuch as At- 
torney General Biddle made a 
clandestine pilgrimage to the po- 
litical command post of Sidney 
Hillman of the CIO during the 
Chicago convention, there is no 
reason to think the company or 
the strikers will get a fair and 
impartial break from the Depart- 
ment of Justice. 


Let us assume that the company 
did yield easily to avoid violence 
in the streets. And let us assume 
that its deeper motive was to dis- 
credit the Transport Workers’ 
Union by showing that it couldn’t 
control its members and therefore 
did not really represent them. 
Wouldn’t you do all you could to 
damage a Communistic outfit? 


To the first supposition, the CIO, 
itself, has given the answer many 
times; and its present position is 
a reversal of its old propaganda. 
Hitherto it has always insisted that 
factories, utilities and other “facili- 
ties,” as Mr. Biddle so cleverly 
calls them, should never resist 
any strike, even by a minority, 
but should shut down promptly. 
This usually helps the union to 
win and the management is held 
responsible for violence and blood- 
shed caused by the strikers if it 
doesn’t fold up right away. 


Are We Crazy? 


But this time, the CIO says thé 
management was guilty of some- 
thing real bad. What it means is 
that the company should have 
helped the union out of a nasty 
problem within its own ranks. An 
American company should help 
Communists. Are we crazy? 


Why should an employer help 
his enemy? Why hasn’t he the 
same right to enjoy his enemy’s 
pain that the enemy has to chortle 
over his headaches? 


Enemy is the correct word in 
this case, although not in all re- 
lationships between employers and 
unions. This is a mean, tricky 
union, and here was the company’s 
chance, by passive action, to strike 
it a blow, 


After all, the employers, the 
stockholders, are Americans. They 
are badly handicapped by the laws 
favoring unions over all dther ele- 
ments of the community and this 
was a unique chance to harm a 
union, not by breaking a strike, 
but by submitting and encourag- 
ing the strikers. 


It may be found that the com- 
pany consulted strike experts. 
There are such peoplé on indus- 
try’s side, too, just as thére are re- 
nowned experts on strike strategy 
on the unions’ side. But again, 
why not? 


Does Have Rights 


If this is found to be thé case, 
the company’s action doubtless 
will be exploited by the Depart- 
ment of Justice in “sensational 
revelations.” But the revelations 
would be sensational only bécause 
we have forgotten that the employ- 
er does have rights remaining on 
the books. Unions meddle in the 
emeployers’ affairs. They plant 
spies in the shops and even in con- 
fidential office positions. They buy 
in as stockholders and look over 
the books. They demand a voice 
in' management, 

But management must not inter- 
fere in unions whose books are 
their own business. And whoever 
heard of an employer demanding 
a voice in union management since 
the company unions went out? 


We have been running the bases 
all one way. Our minds have 
worked that way. We have forgot- 
ten that if the capitalism and man- 
agement are to survive which 
made it possible for this country 
to produce enough material to 
save Russia and to arm all our 
Allies and ourselves then capital 
and management must have rights 
too.

It was like an invisible crayon 
drawing a rapid line across the 
eanvas of the sky, saying in a 
gesture for all to see: “Here! Here 
is where to drop. Follow me!” 

And each succeeding flight of 
oncoming bombers obeyed, and in 
turn dropped its own hurtling 
marker across the illimitable heav- 
en to guide those behind. 

Long before now the German 
ack-ack guns had gone out of éx- 
istence. We had counted three 
of our big planes down in spec- 
tacular flames, and I believe that 
was all. The German ack-ack 
gunners either took to their holes 
or were annihilated. 

How many waves of heavy 
bombers we put over I have no 
idea. 1 had counted well beyond 
400 planes when my personal dis- 
traction obliterated any capacity 
or desire to count. 

I only know that 400 was just 
the beginning. There were sup- 
posed to be 1,800 planes that day, 
and | believe it was announced 
later that there were more than 


3,000. 

It seemed incredible to me that 
any German could come out of 
that bombardment with his sanity. 
When it was oyer even I was 
grateful, in a chavtened wa I had 
never experienced before, for just 
being alive. 

CAN THEY ATTACK? 

I thought we attack ant Bd 
troops impossible now, for 
an ginnerving thing to be bombed 
by your own planes. 

During the 
I had known a long time was 
walking up and down behind the 
farmhouse, snapping his fingers 
and saying over and over to him- 
self. “Goddamit, Goddamit! 

As he passed me once he stopped 
and stared and said “Goddamit! 

Ard I said, “There can’t be any 
attack now, can there?” And _ he 
said “No,” and began walking 
again, snapping his fingers and 
tossing his arm as though he was 
throwing rocks at the ground. 

The leading company of our 
hattalion was to spearhead the at- 
tack 40 minutes after our heavy 
bombing ceased. The company 
had been hit directly by our 
bombs. Their casualties, includ- 
ing casualties. in shock, were 
heavy: Men went to pieces and 
‘had to be sent back. The com: 
pany was shattered and shaken. 

And yet Company B attacked— 
and on time, to the minute! They 
attacked, and within an hour they 
sent word back that they had ad- 
vanced 800 yards through Ger- 
man territory and were still go- 
ing. Around our farmyard men 
with stars on their shoulders al- 
most wept when the word came 
over the portable radio. The 
American soldier can be majestic 
when he needs to be. 
BITTERNESS PASSED 

There is oné more thing I want 
to say before we follow the ground 
troops on deeper into France in 
the great push you've been read- 
ing about now for days. 

I'm sure that back in England 
that night other men—bomber 
crews—almost wept, and maybe 
they did really, in the awful 
knowledge that they had killed 
our own American troops. But I 
want to say this to them. The 
chaos and the bitterness there in 
the orcherds and between the 
hedgerows that afternoon have 
passed. After the bitterness came 
the sober remembrance that the 
Air Corps is the strong right arm 
in front of us. Not only at the 
Leginning, but ceaselessly and 
everlastingly, every moment of 
the faintest daylight, the Air Corps 
is up there away ahead 
of us. 

Anybody makes mistakes. The 
enemy makes them just the same 
as we do. The smoke and con- 
fusion of battle bewilder us all on 
the ground as well as in the air. 
And in this case the percentage of 
error was really very small com-

The time is ripe for co-education 
in Atlanta’s high schools. 

Three years ago the city board 
of education adopted co-education 
as a future policy, to become ef- 
fective when feasible. The feasible 
time is now. 


Last month the board  an- 
nounced its $6,500,000 postwar 
building program, Plans are going 
ahead toward the blueprint stage. 
Repairs and additions are to be 
made to virtually all existing 
school buildings. Certainly the 
right time to convert the high 
schools to co-education is when 
construction work is to be done 
anyhow. 

This is logical reasoning in 
which the superintendent and six 
members of the board unanimous- 
ly concur. All were interviewed 
by the league, and all said they 
believed co-education was sound 
from an educational viewpoint 
and should be considered in the 
school building program. 

NOT AN EXPERIMENT 

The Atlanta League of Women 
Voters for many years has advo- 
cated co-education in the high 
schools. Full information on tie 
subject was obtained by the 
league before any stand was 
taken. 

Here are some of the reasons 
why that stand became affirma- 
tive: 

Co-education has become so 


much the general rule that statis- 


tics are no longer kept on the in- 
finitesimal number of segrecated 
high schools. The last available 
figures were published in the 
1925-26 Bureau of Education Bulle- 
tin.

Even when available, the prepa- 
ration of the food is very diffi- 
cult. Gas is turned on only three 
times a day for 20-minute inter- 
vals.

The Germans are the chief pa- 
trons of such famous restaurants 
as Maxim’s and the dozens of 
smart night clubs, where they gulp 
their champagne rather than sip 
it and where they dance “le 
swing” to the torrid strains of “le 
jazz hot,” rendered by French 
bands. 

Zoot suits are the rage in cer- 


| tain sections and are even accept- 


able in the high-price night clubs. 
Both men and women wear their 
hair very long, brushed straight 
back on the side and curled on 
top.

The Atlanta crowd, most of 
them non-farmers but keenly con. 
scious of what agriculture means 
to this state, saw a lot of farm 
and a lot of farming here today. 
They also: partook liberally of the 
Callaway hospitality, a legand al- 
most as famous as the Callaway 
saga of the soil on these rolling 
acres. 

Arriving in the morning, the 
Atlantans were taken on a per- 
sonally conducted tour of: Blue 
Springs farms, part of the journey 
consuming the two hours before 
lunch, the remainder following 
that repast, which was highlighted 
by barbecued duck and fabulous 
blueberry pie, both products of 
the farm. 


Several unblushing but hardy 
souls, including Callaway. himself, 
Bill Parker, W. H. (Breezy) 


and others, prefaced their lunch- 


tesr of Blue Springs pool clad only 
in their birthday suits. 


WPB “IN OPEN” 


Harry Thornton, regional direc- 
tor of the War Production Board, 
was in this party and someone 
remarked that “now, for the first 
time, the WPB has come out in 
the open.” 

It was after the duck and blue- 
berry pie, adorned also by field 


recounted to the rapt crew his 
dreams of Georgia’s agricultural 
future. 

“Richness of the land is a rela- 
tive matter,” he said. “If all wom- 
en weighed 400 pounds, a woman 
who weighed .300 would be slim, 
Land in other more prosperous ag- 
ricultural sections of this country 
is almost unbelievably. productive. 
By use of the same methods, how- 
ever, Geoptgia’s soil can be made 
to treble or quadruple its present 
production.

URGES PERMANENT CROPS 


Callaway also urged the impor- 
tance of permanent crops and 
again spoke his disapproval of the 
ancient farming routine in Geor- 
gia which compels a farmer to 
start his business over: from 
scratch with each succeedin ng year. 

He showed the mem his hay 
crops, chiefly now kudzu and leés- 
pedeza sericea, and the mammoth 
dehydrating plant in which they 
are milled into a base for chicken 
and stock feed, so rich in vitamin 
A that one ‘day’s feeling will 
change butter from a cow’s milk 
from a pallid white to a creamy 
yellow, and four days’ feeding to 
hens will show improvement in 
their laying progress. The Atlan- 
tans saw the _ sericea harvested 
and followed it through the de- 
hydrator to its final packing in 
100-pound sacks.

He spilled ink on the paper 
and became very fussed or em- 
barrassed. 

HABITS DEVELOP QUICKLY 

His general emotional state at 
that moment became linked with 
the muscular action of writing 
with the right hand. 

He didn’t know it at the time, 
but this nuisance habit had al- 
ready become firmly developed. 

Many habits don’t néed more 
than one or two repetitions to 
“set” in your nervous system. 
Thus, a ‘child unfamiliar with a 
hot city radiator may curiously 
lay his hand thereon. The result- 
ing pain of the burn will affect 
his nervous system without, fur- 
ther repetition so that he keeps 
his hands off future radiators. 

Claud’s tremor of the righ? hand 
thus became linked with social 
excitement and self-consciousness. 
One episode was enough to en- 
trench the habit. 

Now for the cure: To remember 
the specific initial cause of your 
complex is a big help in freeing 
yourself from slavery to such 
nuisance habits. . 

MAKE YOUR BRAIN CAPTAIN 

Tell yourself, moreover, that 
your brain is to be captain and no 
emotion or segment of your anato- 
my is going to usurp the domi- 
nance of your mind. 

Grit your teeth, therefore, and 
recondition yourself to your fear- 
some situation, especially if it is 
a necessary experience in your 
business or secial life. Deliber- 
ately force yourself to go through 
it again and again till you are boss 
of your hand. 

Inject some novelty into the act 
of writing, as a further distrac- 
tion, for if you change any part 
of the situation you ‘can in effect 
deceive the nuisance habit so it 
will not recognize what you are 
doing. 

Press down hard on your right 
wrist, for instance, trying to ex- 
ert 25 pounds of pressure. Or flex 
your legs and try to lift your 
weight just barely off your chair 
while you write.
